BERLIN, March 8 (AP). — An 
official announcement said today 


that Japanese Foreign ‘Minister 
Yosuke Matsuoka was coming to 
Berlin shortly on the invitation of 
the German Government. The date 
of his expected arrival was not 
given, 

The official announcement said 
Matsuoka’s* visit was for “personal 
deliberations on all questions aris- 
ing from collaboration as set forth 
in the three-power pact between 
Germany, Italy and Japan.” 
Following the Berlin talks the 
Japanese Foreign Minister will go 
to Rome.

Falling bombs shook one district 
soon after the alarm sounded and 
it was reported six or seven waves 
of planes passed overhead. 


BERLIN, March 8 (AP). — The 
German high command and author- 
ized sources asserted today that 16 
British merchantmen and two Brit- 
ish destroyers had been sunk im the 
last 48 hours by motor torpedo 
boats, a submarine and planes. 

The merchant tonnage totaled 
about 80,000, according to the re- 
ports, and the destroyers displaced 
1090 tons each. 

The daily high command commu- 
nique had reported the sinking of 
14 ships, counting the destroyers 
but limiting the merchant toll of 
the small torpedo boats—the Ger- 
mans cal] them speed boats—to six 
ships. Tonight authorized sources 
raised that last figure to 10.

Totals of Winners Range 
From 42,000 to 75,000,

For the first time since 1931, 
the Republicans polled heavier 
votes in the aldermanic races than 
the Democrats, in yesterday's pri- 
mary election, In the eight Re- 
publican aldermanic contests, the 
winning votes ranged from 42,000 
to 75,000, while the range was 48,- 
000 to 68,000 on the Democratic 
ticket, which had five aldermanic 
contests.

Informed quarters here said the 
German diplomatic strategy, backed 
by the force of German arms, was

‘LONDON, March 8&—Three hun-

eight shy girls from distant Lofo- 
ten gathered in a London hotel 
this morning to receive a royal 
welcome from King Haakon. 
Most of them had never seen 
their King before, and for that 
matter had never, been inside a 
hotel before. They came in what 
they wore when the Allied force 
raided their island Tuesday tmorn- 
ing, some in their work clothes, 
others in handsome’ \ Norwegian 
sweaters. Few of them had any- 
thing in the world except what 
they had on their backs and a 
burning desire to fight the Ger- 
mans. 

When they rose to cheer the 
King and sing “Ja Vi Elsker,” the 
room suddenly seemed filled with 
brawn. There was hardly a man 
among them under 6 feet tall and 
many of them were in the 6 foot 3 
class. 

King Refers to U. 8. Aid. 

| In his speech King Haakon told 
his young subjects that because of: 
the American attitude toward the 
war he was confident that Norway 
would soon be freed from German 
rule. ) 

“The United States has begun to 
recognize that this is a fight for 
the ideals on which American 
democracy as based. It has decid- 
ed not to let the democracies fight 
unaided,” he said. The remark was 
met with thunderous applause. 
Haakon asserted he was proud of 
the way “my people have shown 
their temporary masters they will 
never submit.” 

A 24-year-old Norwegian sergeant 
who fought at Narvik and was 
chosen leader of the group en route 
to England responded to the King’s 
welcome. 

“I know those at home are jeal- 
ous they didn’t escape with us,” 
he said. “All of us will sacrifice 
our last drop of blood for the 
cause of our country.” 

215 Nazis Taken Without Shot. 

The group from Lofoten had 
a graphic story to tell of the Brit- 
ish raid. When the warships ap- 
peared, they said, the fishing fleet 
had just left the harbor. All boats 
turned abruptly and, producing 
Norwegian flags out of thin air, ac- 
companied the British raiders back’ 
to the town. People ran shouting 
through the streets and, as if by 
magic, all Quisling supporters were 
nabbed and led to the quayside. In 
one town no shots were fired and 
the garrison of 215 German sol- 
diers was captured without a fight. 

(Quisling supporters are Norwe- 
gians who side with Maj. Vikdun 
Quisling, head of Norway’s Nazi 
government.) 

Most of the Norwegian volun- 
teers who left Lofoten are young- 
sters of military age. All of them 
had been informed that they were 
to be sent to Germany as laborers. 
They are seafaring folk and most 
of*them will probably serve ‘in the 
Norwegian naval forces operating 
from bases in this country. 

Girls Want to Help, Too. 

The girls vary in age from 18 to 
22. Some of them were clad in ski 
clothes. Six said they hoped to 
see war service as nurses. The 
other tw wished to do office work 
that would aid the armed forces.

SKIDMORE FOUND 
GUILTY OF EVADING 
$299,000 U §. TAX 


haw Ceti 0 on One of 
Two Indictments, Is Sent 
Back to Continue Delib- 
erations on Other. 


CHICAGO, March 8 (AP). — A 
Federal Court jury today convicted 
William R. Skidmore of evading 
$295,648 in taxes on his 1938 income, 
which the Government charged was 
largely derived from selling protec- 
tion to gamblers. 


The jury returned the verdict of 
conviction on one of two indict- 


ments at 11:25 a. m., having taken 


the case at 1:38 p. m. yesterday. 
Maximum penalty on this indict- 
ment would be five years’ imprison- 
ment and a $10,000 fine. 

Foreman Alfred H. McGregor 
told Judge Philip L. Sullivan he 
did not believe agreement could be 
reached on the other indictment 
which charged Skidmore, junk yard 
operator and country squire, with 
evading $210,117 in taxes on his 
1933-37 income. The Court instruct- 
ed the jurors to continue their de- 
liberations. 

The prosecutor said the 68-year- 
old Skidmore spent $748,000 from 
1933 to 1938, or about $500,000 more 
than he listed in tax reports. Skid- 
more was enabled to spend so free- 
ly, the Government contended, by 
thé “$100 a minute” take from book- 
makers, policy wheel operators and 
other gamblers who would pay to 
avoid police interference. 

Defense Counsel William Scott 
Stewart asserted that the Govern- 
ment had sought to make the trial 
a “gambling case” and had failed 
to prove that Skidmore kept any 
money which might have come to 
him from gamblers, The defend- 
ant, he added, didn’t have to pay 
taxes on money that “goes through 
his hands.” - 

Skidmore, who maintained a 
Northern [Illinois estate, raising 
blooded cattle and . prize-ring 
horses, testified that he had never 
dealt with gamblers, that his only 
business was a junk yard, and that 
his lavish expenditures came from 
money he made long before 1933.

Taxed for New Orieans Bridge Bonds. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HIS letter is an appeal to any owners 

of New Orleans-Pontchartrain Bridge 
debenture bonds, who have been denied 
the right to deduct their losses on the 
bonds from their 1939 tax returns by the 
Treasury Department, to joint me in tak- 
ing action in the courts to establish the 
right to do so. 

In 1927, I purchased $2000 worth of 
these bonds at par. On the prospectus 
was a statement that the Louisana State 
Highway Commission guaranteed there 
would be no bridge or.ferry built near 
this bridge for 30 years. 

Two years later, Huey Long, with the 
State’s money, built a free bridge a few 
miles distant from the toll bridge, in 
spite of this guarantee. Naturally, the 
free bridge got the traffic, and the New 
Orleans-Pontchartrain Bridge went into 
receivership. However, the company 
was not finally wound up until May, 1939, 
and on May 22 of that year, I received a 
check for $8.18, my share of the distribu- 
tion, and I deducted my loss when mak- 
ing my tax returns in March, 1940. 

The Treasury Department states that 
my bond was worthless in 1929, and that 


Ih renominating Mayor Dickmann, the Democrats 
have carried out what was a certainty all along.

He and his machine must 
bear responsibility for the low esteem into which 
the Circuit Court fell when political Judges, such as 
Joynt and Padberg, utterly without qualification, were 
lifted to the bench to serve partisan interests. He 
was present at the De Soto Hotel meeting out of 
which came the attempted governorship steal. The 
Mayor acquiesced in the plot. 

Mayor Dickmann accumulated many grave political 
liabilities while he was accomplishing the altogether 
creditable things for which his friends would like 
to remember his tenure at the City Hall, These lia- 
bilities can’t be explained or condoned. They repre- 
sent machine politics at its worst. 

Mr. Becker, who discussed this issue of clean 
politics in the primary and can now be counted on

Capt. Liddell Hart's theory of theadvantage of defensive war has 
never been discredited, says New York paper; English and French 
did not follow the rules in Flanders; so task of victory on Con- 
tinent looks extremely hard; Allies would need another A. E. F.

ETWEEN the first World War and the 

second, Great Britain’s most respected 

writer on military affairs and tactics 
was Capt. B. H. Liddell Hart. 

Liddell Hart (born 1895) worked out a bat- 
tle drill system for the British in 1917, and 
also helped in modernizing British infantry 
drill, After the war, he served variously 
as military correspondent for the London 
Daily Telegraph, military editor of the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica, etc., and wrote nu- 
merous books and articles on war. 

Capt. Hart’s central theory was, and is, 
that the defensive in war enjoys an initial 
3-to-l1 advantage over the offensive. He 
argued year in and year out before the pres- 
ent war that Britain should figure on a de- 
fensive war the next time it had to fight 


| Germany, and so should France. This theory 


appealed to most Britons and Frenchmen 

for various reasons, including economy. 
Since Hitler blasted the Low Countries 

and France last spring and early summer, 


| Liddell Hart’s reputation as a military ex- 


pert has been in eclipse, at least with ama- 

teur strategists. France planned for a de- 

fensive war, it is argued; the Germans blew 

that plan haywire in a few weeks; hence 

Liddell Hart’s theory must be all washed up.

It isn’t as simple as that. The fact is that 
France didn’t stick to its plans for a defen- 
sive war, but abandoned them in a hurry 
when the test came. 

The Freneh left their Maginot line six 
days after Hitler cut loose, and marched 
forth to fight the Germans in the open in 
Belgium. Further, the French never complet- 
ed the Maginot out to Dunkerque, but left 
off at the Belgium-Luxembourg-France bor- 
der intersection. 

So the Liddell Hart defensive theory is 
claimed to have been exploded by a test 
which was no test. Had the French finished 
the Maginot line and used it as advocated by 


| believers in defensive warfare, they might

now? Liddell Hart does not consider them 
too good, if a complete victory is to be won. 
He says Germany has between 200 and 250

hope of battering Germany to its knees by 
air power, Liddell Hart says: 

“In the light of experience hitherto, a 


| bombing match between two sea-separated 


countries such as Germany and England is 
fundamentally a farcical contest—however 
tragic its spreading effects—unless one or 
the other can cross the water or gain a defi- 
nite mastery of the air. 

“For otherwise they can only scratch each 
other—until the cumulative effect of the 
scratches brings one of them to the point 
of collapse. 

“As we are suffering more scratches than 
Germany, it is obvious that for some time 
we shall run the greater risk of exhaustion. 

“And if we succeed in prolonging the game 
of ‘scratch-as-scratch-can’ until] Germany 
collapses, it is likely that we shall be al- 


| most as exhausted.” :

In even plainer English, it looks as if 
Britain cannot hope to beat Germany with- 
out a land invasion of Europe by enough 
manpower to outweigh Germany’s 200 to 250 
divisions. And it has long looked to us as 
though Britain, for al] the fervent assur- 
ances to the contrary, will eventually look 
to us to put up that additional manpower— 
say 150 to 200 divisions. It further looks to 


| us as if this second A. E. F. will have to 


stay over there longer than the first one 
did, and run a first-class chance of getting 
licked after all, with enormous casualties. 
That is the worst outcome offour proposed 
entry into the war that we can now picture. 
It may turn out better than that, by 
some lucky break or some internal crack- 
up of the Axis Powers. But when you are 
figuring on a war at all, particularly when 
it is a war of invasion of another continent 
3000 miles away, it is dangerous and foolish 
not to figure on the worst that can happen

Col. Winn’'s opinion is shared by 
horsemen in general. It had seemed 
after Whirlaway’s victory at Mi- 
ami, following his undisputed claim 
to the juvenile championship of last 
year, that he would become a pro- 
nounced favorite for the $75,000 
ladded Derby. His subsequent de- 
feat by Agricole and Cadmium 
caused turf followers to realize that 
he was not a superhorse. He still 
must be considered among the most 
formidable contenders, but there 
will be no disposition on the part 


Dispose and Our Boots have been 
mentioned as the probable early 
favorites. 

The victory of Dispose in the 
Flamingo Stakes puts him forward} 
among those most favorably con- 
sidered. Likewise the triumph of 
Porter’s Cap in the Santa ‘Anita 
Derby places him among the’ elite. 
But there is a feeling that much 
water will run over the dam before 
the public decides upon a favorite 
for the big race.

SPEED-UP BY PRETRIAL 


Accomplishments in Justice as 
Remarkable, Washington 
Jurist Reports. 


Pretrial procedure in civil cases 
may spoil the sport of watching 
shrewd counsel trap the unwary, 
but thereby it serves justice, Asso- 
ciate Justice Bolitha J. Laws of 
Washington told the Judicial Con- 
ference of the Eighth United States 
Circuit yesterday at the New Fed- 
eral Building. 

Justice Laws presided in pre- 
trial hearings which in their first 
year have more than doubled the 


civil cases disposed of in the 
crowded District urt of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. He spoke at 
the only open session of the three- 
day meeting, which ended today 
with an executive session of district 
and appellate Judges of the circuit. 
Members of the local bar were in- 
vited yesterday, and as many as 
100, including law school faculties 
and Judges of the State courts, 
took the opportunity to hear theory 
and experience of Federal courts 
discussed. 

Procedure Described. 
Pretrial conference, an innova- 
tion of Federal courts permittea 
under Rule 16 of civil procedure, 
has been adopted individually by 
Judges of this district, but not in 
the scope it has in the District of 
Columbia. There (one District 
Judge is delegated annually to sit 
in pretrial, while his associates 
handle the actual trial. At pre- 
trial, related Justice Laws, he hears 
counsel for all sides present the 
case as in an opening statement 
in the courtroom, whittles it down 
to essentials and dictates it to a

Liverpool’s docks are so ex- 
tensive that no amount of bombing 
could accomplish a great deal; but 
a certain percentage of dock space 
has been rendered temporarily use- 
less. Glasgow is virtually intact 
and, conceivably, other small ports 
in the west are being developed.
